THE INVENTOR OF 
THE LOCOMOTIVE 


If a schoolboy, or, for the matter 
of that, the average adult, were 
nsked who was the inventor of the 
locomotive, he, would no doubt 
promptly rep\, that the credit be- 
lonys to George Stephenson. But 
he would be wrong, none the less. 
The truth was stated a few days 
ago in a British wireless message 
to the effect that Prince George, on 
n visit to Cornwall, had unveiled a 
memorin) to Richard Trevithick, 
“the inventor of the steam locomo- 
tive, which, in 1801, carried the 
first load of passengers.” It is 
possible, in view of the fact that 
Stephenson is usually referred to 
in school text-books as the inven- 
-tor of the locomotive, that most 
people have never even heard of. 
Trevithick, but the fact remains 
that we owe to him the high’ pres- 
sire engine, and that it was this 
Cornish genius who was the firat to 
usé a stenms-driven engine to carry 
passengers by rail, 

Remembering that Stephenson's 
first locomotive waa built in 1814, 
afd that it was not until 1829 that 
he constructed tho “Rocket,” it is 
worth recalling that on Christmas 
Eve, 1801, Trovithick’s road loco- 
motive curried tho first load of 
passengers ever conveyed by steam, 
and that in the following year he 
applic for a patent for steam 
engines propelling, carriagos, 
Following up hig activities, wo find: 
that In 1808, another stoam yehiclo 
which Trovithick made wat run in 
tho stroots of London, from Oxford 
Stroct to Paddington, tho return 
journoy being mado vin Islington: 
Then, .in 1804, ho built a locomotlvo 
In tho modern sense, which he ran 
on what had formerly. been a horas 
tramway in Wales, and it 1a note- 


discharged inte the funnel to force 
the furnace draught—a device 
which twenty-five years Inter, in the 
handa of George Stephenson, went 
far to make the locomotive what 
it ia to-day. Then, four years 
Inter, still several years before 
Stephonson’s —firat —_ locomotive, 
Trevithick constructed a circular 
railway in London, near Euston 
Square, of which tho public were 
carried at a speed of about twelve 
to fiftecn miles an hour, | Here, in 
brief, we havo the carcer of this 
noted inventor so far as steam lo- 
comotion js concerned. But Trevi- 
thick was also deeply interested. in 
mining enginecring and his name 
ia closely associated with important 
developments in this connexion. 
Indeed, his fome spread’ far out- 
side England, for he eventually 
went to Peru and Costa Rics, where 
he was engaged in the construction 
of mining engines, returning to 
the Old Country in 1827. 

It is oftentimes the lot of genius 
never to be recognised, and 80, in 
the case of Trevithick, it has to be 
written that in 1828 he petitioned 
Parliament for n reward for his 
Jnveations, but without success. 
Five years Inter, he diced penniless 
in Dartford, Such is the record of 
this pioneer of engineering, a man 
te whom the world owes more than 
can ever be estimated, It has 
taken long years for his cohtribue 
tion to be recognised, and even tu- 
day there ia need to state the facts. 
It is no , disparagment of the 
magnificent work of) Stephenson, 
who built on the foundations Jald 
by ‘Trevithick, to reeal] the bare 
facts, — in chronological order. 
Stephenson wreatly improved and 
developed the work of the man who 
went before him, but the initind 
credit: belongs to this little-known 
Cornishman, 


America's Politics. 


There ig a curious parallel be: | 
tiveen the political conditions in the t 


United Stites to-day and those that 
created Populism in 192 and led 
up to the Bryan ascendancy in the 
Democratic Party. Then, a8 now, 
there was widespread economic dia- 
tress in the country. The Republi. 
can Party was torn by revolt. The 
monetary system and banking 
methods were the targets of the 
radicals. To-day France and ‘the 
United States are the suppliers of 
the jold standard; in 1896, the 
whole world was behind gold? and 
the plea was that the United Stites 
should take up silver “without 
awnitinge the action of any nation 
on earth.” But there is not ap- 
parent as yet any such organised 
revolt. of the radical elements in 
either party 45 appeared in those 
days. “The Peoples Party elected 
senators and representatives. The 
silver foreey organised Bo resolute- 
ly that they enptured the Demo- 
cratic Party, and forced a bolt in 
the Republican convention, headed 
by. Senator Teller, which for a 
moment seemed to put the life of 
that -party in, jeopardy. At . the 
critical moment there appeared in 
Bryan. a leader who had youth, 
fervour, unparalleled oratorical 
ability, and ao passionate devotion 
to his cause. Whatever he may 
have become in his later days, in 
1896 Bryan was an Ideal leader of 
a forlorn hope. The possibility of 
nrepetition of the days of '96 seems 
alight to-day. The issucs are at 
hand, and perhaps the public un- 
rest might casily be stirred into @ 
political uprising. But nowhere is 
there indication of any organisa- 
tion to that end, It took fully six 
years of propaganda to produce the 
Chicago convention of 1896. No. 
popular: lender is in sight—no 
Bryan to smash — the Democratic 
machine, nor any Roosevelt to split 
the Republican. Party. Wherefere 
the validity of the McAddo vision 
of revolt may be. questioned. Prob- 
ably the economic structure of the 
country can be more effeclively 
repaired by those who can uso tho 
fools at hand than by an entircly 
new erew of untested and = un- 
equipped innovators. i

These may, 
and probably do, produce tempor- 
arily marvellous results whieh is 
ust what isintended., They soothe 
and tatten the system for the mo- 
ment, but leave it more relaxed 
than ever later on. Ut i: though 
one’s being were a piec clastic 
which has become flabby with use. 
The drug pulls it tight and firm 
again, but as soon as the effect has 
worn off, the elastic is weaker and 
Nabbier than before. Alcohol is 
another form of “pick-me-up” whieh 
it is best to prevent “beeoming a 
habit. 


There are, however, many ways 
of combating fatigue and a general 
run down feeling if extra energy 
‘ig rquired for, let us suppose, some 
dance or late party. Vhe “Prairie 
Oyster” is a perfectly harniless

“Pure Wor- 
custer sauce is also effective, al- 
though, of course, the: addition of 
the epg is valuable. Indeed, cxys, 
containing as they do auch concen- 
trated food value, are among the 
finest forms of stimulants for the 
tired body. An egg beaten up in 
milk is a well-known restorative, 
while hot milk by itself has ‘its 
uses where other things — fail. 
Probably the bestknown example of

-Of course it has been much 
aided by the Kowloon Extension 
Agreemont of 1898 mado between 
China and Great Britain in pur- 
suanee of which the Hongkong 
Government, "in April 1899, took 
ovor for a term of 99 years from 
the 24th Junc, 1898 (inter alia) 
the Kowloon hinterland from the 
old boundary, which ran some- 
presont Hine of 
prince Edward Road, northwards 
to the Shan Chun River, and west- 
ward to the west: point of Lantao 
Island and eastward to and in- 
cluding Mirs Bay. 

Prior to the making of that 
Agreement, the hills behind Kow- 
Joon, which dominate the harbour, 
and half the waters of the Lyee-. 
mun pass, were under Chinese 
jurisdiction. 

‘In 1888, the only important dis- 
trict in British Kowloon, ns It was 
then called to distinguish it from 
Chinese Kowloon, wa's Yaumati,' 
nnd the census of 1891 shows that 
the pupulation of British Kowloon 
was then just under 20,000 per- 
sons, 

Growth Of Population. 


Of late, and capecially during 
the past 10 yenrs, the increase of 
buildings and population on the 
Kowloon Peninsuln right up_ to 
the foothills has been astonishing, 
with the result that the popula- 
tion 6f the whole of the Kowloon 
Peninsula doubled between the 
years 1921 and 1931, in which 
latter year the figures of popula- 
tion forthe Peninsula were rough- 


- if 266,000, whilat the ficures for 


flongkong Island were 410.000. 
As a statistical side-note, TI may 
mention that in 1888, the .revenue 
of the Colony was only one and a 
half million dollars, whereas in 
1931 it was dl million dollars, 
Kowloon can now boast of the 
finest hotel in the Colony, and of 
the terminal’ station of the Kow- 
loon Canton-Railway, which en- 
thusiasta betieve will one day have 
through carriages to Calais, Also, 
most of the finest ocean Jiners now 
land their passengers at Kowloon, 


The Malarial Mosquito. 


I need not enlarge upen the im- 
portance of the discovery of the 
malarial mosquito, the eredit for 
which must be shared between Sir 
Ronald Ross and the late Sir 
Patrick ,Manson, who for many 
years. practised in this Colony in 
partnership with the late Sir 
dames Canthe and Dr. Hartigan, 
and, on his retirement, became 
Medical Adviser to the Colonial 
Oflice. . 

It seems pathetic now to re- 
member that when, in 1889; .bad 
malaria broke out in consequence 
of building operations at Rich- 
mond Terrace, West Point, the 
outbreak way attributed to the re- 
lease of poisonous gases by the 
upturning: of the soil. 

Cantlie was the fuunder of the 
Hongkong Schoot of Tropicut 
Medicine, in which the late Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen gradunted and which 
in due course became, the nucleus 
of the Medical Faculty at the Uni- 
versity of Hongkong. . 4 

In the nineties of the fast cen- 
tury Cantlie was the means of 
saving the Hfe of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
vby appealing to the British 
Foreign Office in London, when the 
latter was in danger of | being 
kidnapped and taken to China for 
the purpose of being beheaded. 


The University. 


The University of Honxkong, 
which was built with moneys “iven 
by the Inte Sir Hormusjee Mody. 
wus opened in 1912 by Sir Fre- 
derick (now Lord) Luyard. De- 
grees in Engineering and Medicine, 
and at a later date in Arts, have 
been conferred upon Chinese _com- 
ing from many Provinces of China 
and ‘from many other parts of 
Asin. The importance of the 
University has been recognized by 
liberal donations from the Hong-. 
kong. Government, from Messrs. 
Butterfleld & Swire, from the late 
Sir Paul Chater, and from many 
generous Chinese donors resident 
in this Colony, whose names are 
recorded in the printed Calendar 
of the University. ' 

Dr. Lim Koon Beng, when re- 
ceiving his Honorary Degree of 
‘LL.D., referred to the University 
as a light-house for China, and

*fheso vastly improved means of 
communication, which have re- 
volutionised to n great extont Ilfe 
in the Colony, may be considered 
under the following hends: 

(D. Tho Peak Tramway, opened 
on the 1st May 1888, on which date 
the buildings ot the Peak cen- 
niyted of about two dozen houses, 
some of them merely. wooden bun- 
galows, whilst the then Peak Hotel 
contalned only sevon bedrooms. 

At that time there were at the 
Peak no terraces, no barracks, no 
flata and no hospitals, and it took 
about 40 minutes to mount up the 
Penk Road in’a four-coolle chair 
from the old Hongkong Club, 
aitunte where the King’s Theatre 
now is, to the Victoria Gap (now 
the upper terminus of the Peak 
Tramway), : 

(IH) The Hongkong Tramways, 
built in 1902 and. the following 
years, which, in the pre-motor 
perlod, wore the quickest method 
of transit from Shaukiwan in the 
east to Kennedy Town in the West. 

(iii) The Kowloon-Canton Rail- 
way which was opened in the 
autumn of 1910 thus providing 
this Colony with rapid Jnand com- 
munication with Canton, and in- 
efdentally paving the way for im- 
portant residential, sporting and 
agricultural developments in those 
parts of the New Territories which 
were adjacent to the line. This 
railway was also fed by a branch 


line (now replaced by a motor-- 


road) to Sha Tao Kok in the north- 

west corner of Mirs Bay and by a 

steamlaunch service between Sha 

U Cheung in the middle of the 

North shore of Mirs Bay to Taipo. 
Motor Roads, 

(iv) Since 1912 the following 
important motor-roads have been 
made during the governorship of 
the late Sir Henry May and his 
successor, Sir Edward Stubbs, 
namely, the circular motor road 
from Kowloon vin Castle Peak to 
Fanling, returning by way of ‘Tai- 
po to Kowloon, the motor road 
round the Island with its branch 
to Shek O, and the Stubbs Road 
to the Peak with its branch to Re- 
pulse Bay, Also, a motor-road up 
to the mid-levels has been built. 

These roads have enabled resi- 
dences to be built in outlying parts 
of the Colony, which were previous- 
ly inaccessible, including the Re- 
pulse Bay Hotel (built in what was 
formerly o very lonely bay). 
Motor roads have also been the 
means of granting facllitles for 
bathing from the Jand both on 
Hongkong Island and the mainland, 
whereas previously bathing had 
tuken place almost exclusively from 
steam-launches. And very pleasant 
some of those moonlight picnics 
were, : 

Motor roads have also been the 
occasion of the starting of numer- 
ous ‘well-run motor-bus enterprises 
of both sides of the harbour, and 
incidentally of helping to develop 
the prosperity of outlying villages 
on the mainland, 

Another means of communication 
which has very much improved both 
in the quality and speed of .the 
Jaunches and in the regularity of 
running are the various ferry ser- 
vices which ply in the waters of the 
Colony. 

Use of Wireless. 


About forty years ago the first 
wireless message was {lashed across 
the Atlantic from Newfoundland to 
Cornwall. 

Twenty years ago or thereabouts 


the big wireless Naval Station on ~* 


Stonecutters Island was erected, 
and since then o wireless station 


for receiving messages from ships . 


has been crected at Cape D’Aguilar, 


and both transmitting and receiv- © 


ing instruments have been Installed 
ut the Observatory at Kowloon. 

About 10 years ago the Chinese 
Government erected a wireless sta- 
tion on the Pratas shoal, 180 miles 
to the South-East of Hongkong, 
which hus been .most useful in 
transmitting to our observatory 
and to other land stations round the 
Chinn seas warning of the pre- 
sence of typhoons in the South 
China Sea, 

For many years past Naval and 
morchant ships of many nations 
have had wireless fitted to them, 
which has enabled them to rush 
quickly to the assistance of any 
vessel sending out signals of dis- 
tress. 

The latest and very striking in- 
stance of the utility of ships’ wire-- 
Jess a8 a means of saving life is

AMERICAN COPPER. 


REVOLUTION EXPECTED TO 
FOLLOW DUTY 


Washington, May 24. 

The Senate has approved of the 
retention uf the tariff on lumber of 
$1 per thousand fect, exempting 
hardwood flooring. 

The copper tariff is also retained. 

A revolution of the copper in- 
dustry is expected to result from 
the Senate's decision to retain 
the tariff ‘of four .cents a 
pound on imported copper. The 
Finance Committee resolved on 
May 20 to enforce a duty to shut 
out foreign imports of which 
60,000 tons came from Canada and 
Chile in the first three months of 
1932. 

It is estimated that the surplus 
atock on hand is 700,000 tons and it 
is feared that the immediate effect 
of tha tariff will be the disintegra- 
tion of the world Association of 
Copper Producers, involving the 
curtailment of the agreement which 
brought about the 80 per cent. re- 
duction of potential output.—Rew- 
ter's American Service. *

The Bidding. 


South at the table mehtioned 
bid one dinmond, West overcalled 
with a spade. North bid 
diamonds, Enst passed, and South 
went to five diamonds which West 
doubled. 


The Play. 


The seven of diamonds 
opened by West and won in the 
dummy with the eight spot, East 
diseardingg a club. The queen of 
diamonds and then the three of 
dinmonds were returned from 
dummy, declarer winning the sec- 
ond dinmond in his own hand 
with the king. Kast discarded a 
club and a heart, West following 
with two diamonds. Declarer next 
played the ace of clubs, picking up 
the lone king in the West hand. 
Then the three of hearts, and it 
looks quite natural for West to 
play the six. If he does the de- 
clarer will finesse the queen and 
then return the ace of hearts, dis- 
carding the four of elubs in his 
own hand. Then a-small heart 
will be led from dummy which 
Went must win with the king. West 
will then be forced to lead spades 
to the declarer’s king, jack, nine. 
It is quite true,that he might re- 
turn the ten spot which South will 
win with the jack, but South will 
immediately return a spade which 
Went will be foreed to win with 
the queen. Then the losing spade 
in the declarer’s hand will be 
trumped in the dummy.

The clever play came when the 
declarer led the three of hearts. 
West, realizing that he might be- 
thrown in at the end and forced 
to lend away from his spades, 
played the jaok of hearts. The 
queen was fincssed in the same 
manner and the ace of hearts re- 
turned from dummy, declarer 
showed out playing a club, Wost 
knows that this leaves hia partner 
with the ten aid olyht of hearts, 
and he makes his defensive coup 
play by throwing the king of 
hearts on the ace, Now when the 
declarer leads the four of hearts 
from-dummy, Enst covers with 
the eight and although the de- 
clarer discards the nine of clubs, 
West has the six spot to get under 
his partner's eight, East can then 
lead the six of spades through the 
declarer’s king, jack, nine. This 
will give West two spade tricks 
and thereby defent the declarer’s 
contract one trick. 


West, by throwing his jack of 
hearts under the queen, put him- 
self Into a position to unblock in 
case he found {t necessary which, 
of course, proved true in this case, 
as he later discarded his king on 
the declarer’s,aco. This is an un- 
usual but very clever play in 
bridge. i.

it is to-day, Then, four yenrs 
lator, still several yenrs before 
Stephenson's first. locomotive, 
Trovithick conatructed a circular 
railway in London, near Euston 
Square, on which the public were 
carried nt a speed of about twelve 
to fiftecn miles an hour.. Here, in 
brief, we havo the carcor of this 
noted Inventor so far as steam lo- 
comotion is concerned. But Trevi- 
thick was also deoply interested In 
mining engineering and his name 
{a closely ‘nasocinted with important 
developments in this’ connexion, 
Indeed, his famo spread far out- 
side England, -for he eventually 
went to Peru and Costa Rica, where 
he was engaged In the construction 
of nilning ‘engines, returning to 
the Old Country In 1827. 

It i3 oftentimes the fot of genius 
never to be recognised, and 50, in 
“the ‘case of Trevithick, it has to be 
written that in 1828 he petitioned 
Parliament’ for a reward for his 
§nventions, but without success, 
Five years tater, he died penniless 
in Dartford, Such is the record. of 
this pioncer of engincering, a man 
to whom the world owes more than 
can ever be estimated.» It has 
taken long years “for his contribue 
tion to be recognised, and.cven to- 
day there is need to alate the facts, 
It is’ no disparayment of the 
magnificent work of Stephenson, 
who built on the foundations Jaid 
by Trevithick, to recall the bare 
facts, in chronological — order. 
Stephenson greatly improved and 
developed the work of the man who 
went before him, © but the initial 
credit: belongs ta this little-known 
Cornishman, :

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THE INVENTOR OF 
THE LOCOMOTIVE 


If a schoolboy, or, for the matter 
of that, the average adult, wero 
asked who was the inventor of the 
locomotive, he would no doubt 
promptly reply that the credit be- 
longs to George Stephenson. But 
he would be wrong, none the less. 
The truth was stated a few days 
ago in a British wircless message 
to the effect that Prince George, on 
a visit to Cornwall, had unveiled a 
memorial to Richard Trevithick, 
“the Inventor of the steam locomo- 
tive, which, in 1801, carried the 
firat laad of passengers.” ‘It is 
possible, In view of the fact that 
Stephenson is usually referred to 
in school. text-booka as the inven- 
tor of the locomotive, that most 
people have never even heard of 


Trevithick, but the fact remains | 


that we owe to him the high pres- 
sttre engine, and that it was this 
Cornish genius who war the first to 
use a steamedriven engine to carry 
passengers by rail, . 

Remembering that Stephenson's 
first locomotive was built in 1814, 
and that it was not until 1829 that 
he constructed the “Rocket,” it is 
worth recalling that on Christmas 
Eve, 1801, Trovithick’s road loco- 
motive curried the first load of 
passengara over conveyed by steam, 
and that in the following yoar he 
applic for n patent for etoam 
engines propelling | carriages. 
Following up his activitics, we find 
that in 1808, another steam vehiclp 
which Trevithick mado wag run in 
tho strocts of London, from Oxford 
Streot to Paddington, the return 
journey being mado .vin Inlington. 
Thon, in 1804, ho built a Iqcomotivo

The possibility of 
arepetition of the days-of '96 seems 
slight to-day, Tho issues are at 
hand, and perhaps the public un- 
rest might easily be stirred into a 
political uprising. But nowhere is 
there indicntion of any arganisn- 
tion to that ond. It took fully six 
yehrs of propaganda to produce the 
Ghicngo convention of 1896. No 
popular leader is in sight—no 
Bryan to smash the Democratic 
machine, nor any Roosevelt to split 
the Republican Party. Wherefere 
the validity of the McAddo vision 
of revolt may be questioned. Prob- 
ably the economic structure of the 
country can bo more effectively 
repnixed by thoso who can uso tho

.~ DILEMMA: 


ROYAL COMMISSION AT 
A STANDSTILL 


REPORT NOT YET 
READY 
From A Labour Correspondent 


I hear on high authority that 
the Royal Commission on’ Unem- 
ployment Insurance is breaking 
down. In tho industrial’ areas {t 
4s oponly declared that regarding 
fransitional benefit, the — :ncans 
test, the methods of applying the 
test and other mattora, the mem- 
bers of tho Commission are in a 
hopeless quandary, and that this 
is the renl reason for the delay 
In fssuing'tho report. 

All sorts of people are being 
sent for and questioned by tha 
Commission; but the fasuo of tha 
final report seems to be os far off 
as ever. Indeed, the altuation fs 
said to be so serious that it would 
surprise no ono in touch with the 
altuation if the members of the 
Commission were ‘to confess their 
innbility to agtee on a solution, 

This Royat Commission, of which 
Judge Holman Gregory [a  chair- 
man, was appointed as long ago 
as December, 1930, and waa 
charged to inquire inte the wholo 
system of unemployment — insur- 
ance, and to make recommenda- 
tions with regard to its future 
scope, the provisions which it 
should contain, and‘ the means by 
which it may be made solvent and 
self-supporuing. . The Commission. 
was also charged to sUgKest ar 
rangements to be made outside 
the scheme for the unemployed who 
are capable of, and available far 
‘work, 

Warning of Insolvency. 

The Commiasion was appointed 
on the recommendation of the Iate 
Socialist Government because tha 
scheme of insurance was breaking 
down and the Fund wos getting 
hopelessly inte debt’ From the 
moment it was appointed the 
Trades Union Congress began to 
attack the Prime Minister for 
having dared tu appoint it or quep- 
tion the ability of the State to 
shoulder the burden. 

Yet the evidence soon 
how necessary reform was. It will 
be remembered that Sir Richard 
Hopkins, on behalf of the Treasury, 
saul to the Commission: 

Contjhued borrewing on the pre- 
sent vast scale, without adequate 
provision for repnpment by the 
Fund, would quickly call in’ ques- 
tion the stability of the British 
financial system. | 

How true thoxo words were was 
subsequently to be proved beyond 
question, . 

Last June the Commission issued 
an interim report suggesting in- 
creased contributions and modified 
benefits, Et also suggested, ino re- 
xurd to transitional benefit, “that 
the amount of benefit to be paid 
fo certain classes of workers should 
be considered in relation to certain 
of their other resources,” and that 
no worker should be allowed transi- 
tional benefit who refused, to 
accept on fair terms and conditions 
on offer of work suited to his 


showed 


Tt was then that the means test 
was born. When an unemployed 
person has exhausted his insur- 
ance benefit, that is, at the end of 
twenty-six weeks of unemploy- 
ment, ho is transferred to the 
“transitional” class, Up to the 
advent of the present Government 
he went on drawing just the same 
money. Now ho has to submit to 
& means test, before further money, 
isd paid, 

‘The present means test is ad- 
mittedly 0 temporary mengure 
until the final report of the Com- 
minsion has been received. But 
if my information is to be relied 
upon—and I think it Is—the mem- 
bera of the Commission are no- 
where near on agreement on the 
subject.

The University of Hongkong, 
which was built with moneys siven 
by the late Sir Hormusjee Mody.

De- 
grees in Engineering and Medicine, 
and at a‘later date in Arta, have 
been conferred upon Chinese com- 
inyt from many Provinces of China 
and ‘from many other parts of 
‘Asia, The importance of the 
University has been recognized by 
liberal donations from’ the Hons- 
kong Government, from Messrs.

san and Cheung Sau-fu, who were 
found guilty of the murder by the 
jury at the Criminal Sessions, but 
on whom sentence Was defer 
pending the decision of the Full 
Court on a submission of Mr. 
Fitzroy that their cnes ought not 
to have gone to the jury because of 
luck of evidence. 


Tho judges are the Chief Justice 
(Sir Joseph Kemp) and the Puisne 
Judge (Mr. Justice Wood). 


Mr, R. &, Lindsell and Mr. T. M. 
Havlerigg are for the Crown. 


After  rending evidence, Mr. 
Fitzroy read definitions of what 
was meant — by circumstantial 
evidence, emphasising that such 
evidence could not Ko before an jury 
unless it was compatjble only with 
the truth of the charge. if it was 
cnpable of any other» rensonable 
explanation, then, auch evidence 
could not go before a jury. In the 
care under discussion, he remarked, 


there had been too much of the 
iden of presumption, 


NEED OF CAUTION. 


Referring to a letter which ap- 
penred in the local Press recently, 
Mr, Fitzroy said it was all very 
well to tell the jury that they must 
not take any notice of anything 
they anw or heard putside the Court, 
hut the  jreatest cnution was 
necessary under — those circum- 
stances. There was no question, he 
femarked, that if the man had had 
any money a warrant for criminal 
libel would have been issued. 

Pelyins to the Chief Justice, Mr. |

that, because of such a letter 
pearing, a higher standard of 
evidence would be required, but 
anid that it lent Itself to distortion 
of the facts, : me 


Continuing, counsel submitted 
there was no conclusive evidence 
whatever, cither direct .or eircum- 
stantial, that Cheung Taze-san or 
Cheung Snu-fu ever saw the 
deceased, either alive or dead; 
also there waa no evidence 
to show how deceased arrived at 
The Peak, or whether he was alone 
or necompanied by others. i.
